TiioiisandB Suffering In Kansas for want uf 
Food and i'ut*!— A Large Number 
of Deaths, 

CiiK.Aoo, .Ian. lli. — The great storm 
w hich swept over the entire country last 
week has been followed by a freeiio the 
like of which has not been oxiiorieiiced 
since the memorable w inter of 1804. Ex- 
treme sutl'ering is reported from all di- 
rections, especially in Minnesota, Dakota, 
Montana and Nebraska, where many lives 
have been lost. In Kansas thousands are 
sull'ering for want of food and fuel. 'The 
stoi-iii, while less severe in the .suiithorn 
stales, still found ]icoplo tliei-u uniirepar- 
ed for it, and much snireriiig has resulted. 
Dispatches from the imrthwesl report 125 
fatalities already, .At .-Vberdeen, Dakota, 
Bessie Stantield, a pretty, 1',) year old 
teacher, thiee miles distant, left tho 
si'iool during the storm to go to a farm- 
er's house thirty yards distant. Tier dead 
bijdy was found nearly a mile from the 
school house. Four children wore fro/.cii 
to death in a school house at Mellette. 
'The teacher left them to got asskslance 
und her body has not yet been iound. 
Aliss Steubierner, another teacher, twelve 
miles northeast of A.berdeen, was. out all 
night in the blizzard. AVlion found she 
was barely iilive and died sliurlly after- 
wards. William Morrell, six miles west, 
went out of the house on Thursday- even- 
ing to go a few rods to the burn. He be- 
came coiifused and was found dead two 
miles away. S. S. Chapiii, a collector for 
a threshing machine linn, left Kertlivillo 
on Thursday morning with a liveryman to 
visit some farmers near by.

When they assumed ollice 
the Canadian Pacific railway was iietirly 
omplete.l, ami the lands on N'ancoiiver 
islan.l well' the property of the pe.iph', 
an.l ihe pro\ince was in ti highly prosper- 
ous eon.lition.
